Mr. Bookw T. Waahiogton, whoNe 
pottnit appaan thii week, ia one of 

tha BMUhad IMn of our times. Born 
aalaveinWeet Virginia, he earned 
and "Hv.si 111'' money for a i. le edu- 
aation, graduated at the Normal and 
Industrial Instituta at Hampton, Va,, 
and .started a acbool of hiH own at 
Tu»keeg(«, Ala,, and baa now buiit it 
up until it eoroUa over one thonaand 
atudenta a year. 

While doing thia great work. Wash 
ington hiiN c.iiistiinfly Htudied and im 
proved himaelf. He luw made tbe 
ao()uaintauoe of leading edueatora 
and public men north and south and 
haa in every way conducted himaelf 
in auch a manner aa to maha Maada 
for himaalf and bia raoa. 

Sneb a life ia a lae eiample, to be 
atudind by lioth white and coloied 
people. It showa to any Stgto boy 
that he can make aomething of hian* 
aeir if he will, and it ahowa to avary 
white boy that hia colored neighbor* 
havi itoiils iikf his own. 

It la well tu rememiier that the 
Amarieaa Negro,oanM to thia country 
againat hia will, but hia ancestors 
have liveii here for many geueratiou.s. 
Thia ia hia country aa mucb aa it ia 
the country of tha Iriahawa or the 
ItaliM or tha Ooman imndgrant It 

ia his I'outifry by right of birth, am 
every true patriot ahould wiah to help 
tbe Negro ac<|uire the education and 
babita of induatiy whieb will bhUm 
bim a gixxl oitiaen. 

Iiiiiiicip;itiiiu made agreat change, of 
cuurac, in tbe life of tbe Nagro. Sla- 
very had taught bim a little of faidua 
try, but after all he felt that iaiior wuh 
a w rong aud waa naturally m the habit 
of Nhirking. Beaidea tbia, under ala- 
very. the Negro did not have to pro- 
vide for biaaaalf aad ao faded to laam 
fomthought and B»>lf control. 

Since tbe war the Negro race has 
been divKiing. JScme colored fainiliea, 
aa might have bean expeotad, were 
made drank by their freedom and 
ha\e become more lawieaa and bnital; 
but otbera wlio bad bad a little edu- 
oation to biigla with, or tbe friendly 
enoouragement of white neighbors, 
atartad on the upward path. On the 
whole, the I iiited SUtea Cenaua 
ahowa that the colored people of the 
South bava nMda>a woeh progreae 
in proportion to their ability an-l op 
portunity, aa any of their ueighlwrs. 

l lie great wisdom of Booker T. 
Waabingtoa haa been that he haa 
taagh his people to rely upon their 
own industry and giKnl character for 
securing cum fort and bappineaa. He 
haa aaid again and again, "No matter 
what wroogn I may auffer, I am not 
going to hate anybody." And he has 
aaid again aud again. " 1 wish my 
people to pay attention to tlMiae eviia 
whieh thsf aaa tbamaalvaa oura. 
Nolxxiy can prevent a Negro from 
working, from aaving, from going to 
Nchool. if we uae our opportunitiee 
in tlua direction we ahall proaper."

Id thia particular 
we claim that we are right bmnM we 
follow th(» Script 111 I- while other de- 
uomiaatious havt> iiirinMl away from 
the tnith onto fables.' " lu this cou 
naetion, thay quote a number of paa- 
aagee which teaeh baptiam 
tht> expression ••mnisniiin <>/ tint. 
They jfeuerally discuss one point at 
a time and dwell upon it until they 
feel that they hara oonTinoad tha "in- 
niiirer" Itetore they take up tha B««t 
puiiit. After having sstisllad tha oue 
to whom they are Ulking that bap- 
tiam ia oaeeaeary and that it ia for tha 
"remissiou of sins," then thaj proeaad: 
•We l)eliere, moreofW, that i WW 
aion ia tha ool j nM mod* «C tap* 
ttom.'' 

They then talie up the nait point 
hj saying: "We )>*>lieTa that the doc 
tcina of the laying on of hands for 
the gift of tha Holy Ohoat u the 
fourth principle of tha Ooapal." In 
the bupiMirt of this so-oallad "princi- 
ple" thev ipjote Acts viii. 17, 18; Acta 
ii. 17, and Acta xi«. 8. They here 
daia that tha Holr Spirit «auo* ba 
fBoalYed "aa ;i gift" without the lay- 
ing on of hands, anil that these paa- 
lagea, interpreted in view of ccntezt, 
ao taaoh. It the "inquiiar". happens 
to be sufflciently familtar wHh the 
Hible to (piote Luke xi. 13, to «how 
that mking is the only condition 
which Christ requires for the receiv- 
ing tha Hoi? Spirit, or Acts ii. 8. 4. to 
ahow that there was nof'Iayiag on of 
hands" on the <lay of Pontecost; thay 
asplJiin away all these passages and 
any othafa of daailar iovoH. 

Having mails tha above points all 
dear to one whom tha alders are try- 
iagto raaeh, they then submit the 
proposition that nrtthar baptism nor 
the laying on of hands will ba of avail 
unleaa the one administering these or 
(^nances is duly authorized so to do. 

They then undertake to prota that 
no one is Huttiori/''<l to teach, praadk, 
or administer tlie ordiuaucee except 
tha Momon priesthood.
